France, Oct. 29. 101S. 


Dear ——-: 
AYe are now on a nee- 
tor that Is very exciting. 
Previous 
sectors don't hold a candle to it; it is 
in a class all by itself. 
In the past 
month French and American troops 
drove successfully on either side, leav- 
ing a son of a neck similar to a sali- 
ent. 
From iiidit-iiiions the Hermans 
have massed their djviMons »^re and 
mean to nght desperately 10 hulci it as 
it is an important position. 
To be 
driven hack would imperil their arm- 
ies west of hero. Both Bides are strong 
in men and (runs and it remains 10 bo 
seen what the result will be \vlion 
the bis show comes off. 
There have been two attacks v.'ith 
but litUt: success on either side, hut 
tha allies have not used 
their 
full 
strength as ytit. When they do- there 
will be some rumpus and i think when 
the smoke clears away the Germans 
TV ill be Koinjr back toward the Tlhine, 
The country throughout here is open. 
The hills and valleys are bure of trees 
and shrubbery. The puns are Unert up 
hub to hub in the fields alongside the 
roads and at the foot of the hills 
without camouflage. 
The Hun ga- 
tors are flying over us nearly all. the 
time trying to Ret a line on things. 
The result is tlmt their artillery IE 
hammering away at us continually. So 
far luck has been with me. but one can 
never tell what

1 still retain my optimism. 
r took a stormy trip the other niRh:. 
Two of our motor trucks went up to 
the front lines with picks and shove.s 
for the infantry.

Ho then opened on us with his ma- 
chine ;:un. probably expecting 10 start 
something in motion M> it is hard to 
mscern objects which nre not moviner. 
Several of our machine guns opened 
on him and Kftor a y/hile ho rost* 10 a 
high altitude. 
Judging from the hum 


of his motor he was making for his 
own lines. 
We have a lot of respect 
for these boys. When they-start drop- 
ping bombs thero is nothing to do but 
watch out. 
Well. w« got out of this tight posi- 
tion all right and are now wuitfnc 
for the finale. 1 ,im in good health 
and spirits and when things are not 
as I would like them to be I philoso- 
phize and say as tho French; 
"C"est 
fa Ruerre." 
In conclusion, I wish you a happy 
Thanks.arivinsr and hope to see you per-

OF MONTENEGRO DEPOSED 


LONDON", Dec. 2.—King Nicholas of Montenegro has been deposed 


by the Skupshtina, the Montenegrin national assembly, according- to a 
message received here from Prague. 


The despatch mis sent from Pragne by the Czecho-Slovak press 


bureau, 'by way of Copenhagen. It says that the Skupshtina voted the 
deposition 
ou Friday, last, and declared for a union of Montenegro 


•with Serbia under King Peter. 


The family of the king \vas included in the act of deposition. 
Nicholas I has been on the Montenegrin throne since August 14, 


1S(50. 
He was born in 1841 and his title was that of prince until 


August, 1910, when, on the occasion of the 50th anniversary of his 
accession, the national assembly proclaimed him king. 
He is the father 


of eight children, three sons and five daughters. His second daughter is 
married to Grand Duke Nicholas Nieholaivitoh, former commander of 
the Russian armies, and his third daughter to King Victor Emmanuel 
of Italy. 


The present Montenegrin dynasty, that of Petrovitch, has been on 


the Montenegrin throne since 1697. 


King Nicholas, his family and his government, fled from Monte- 


negro in December, 1915, when the country was overrun by the.Austro- 
Germans. Since then, the king has been in France and the Montenegrin 
government lias been at Neuilly-sur-Seine.
